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October 5 to 11 was Fire Prevention Week in Bradford West Gwillimbury, and BWG Fire & Emergency Services 
invited the community to attend an Open House at the Fire & Emergency HQ on Melborne Drive, on October 9. 
Kids could put out a digital fire, using a laser beam-equipped fire extinguisher - a training tool for fire fighters as 
well as homeowners, that demonstrates proper use of an extinguisher - or, like 5 year old Bobby, left, and 3 year 
old Tommy, above, don a Junior Fire Chief Helmet and pretend to drive a fire truck. 

There were Sparky the Fire Dog Colouring books, games, stickers, and with Halloween just around the corner, 
reflective treat bags for the kids; pens, fridge magnets and information on Fire Prevention for the adults; and 
a slice of cake for everyone. There was also a serious message: Smoke Detectors Save Lives - but only if in 
working order. Detectors must be located on every storey in a home, and outside all sleeping areas, and the 
batteries should be tested, and changed at least once a year. 


Protection 
for Double- 
Hatters 

The stand of the International 
Association of Fire Fighters against 
“Double-Hatters" - those of its 
members employed as full-time 
firefighters in one jurisdiction, and 
as volunteer firefighters in another 
municipality - led Innisfil Council to 
pass a resolution on September 17, 
calling on the Province to provide 
protection for “double-hatters,” and 
expressing their support for local 
volunteer flirefighter Tom Hunse, 
currently battling the union. 

Hunse, a long-time resident 
of Cookstown, is employed as a 
Professional Firefighter by the Toronto 
Fire Service, but also volunteers with 
Innisfil Fire & Rescue, in his home 
community. When he relused to quit 
his volunteer job in 2011, the IAFF 
expelled Hunse from the Union - and 
then demanded that he be fired by the 
City of Toronto, because he was no 
longer a member in good standing. 

The City of Toronto has refused - 
but the matter goes to Grievance 
Arbitration this fall. 

Councillor Lynn Dollin presented 
a Resolution that reads, in part: 
“Whereas a volunteer firefighter in 
the Innisfil Fire and Rescue Service is 
challenging the IAFF ban on Double 
Hatting and their expulsions from 
that union because of his desire to 
continue volunteering while being 
employed as a full-time firefighter in 
another jurisdiction; and Whereas, the 
right of individuals to use their free 
time in service of their community is

Bradford teen arrested for Child Porn 


Bradford - South Simcoe Police and York 


Unit have participated in an international Child 
Pornography and Extortion investigation, which 
involved multiple victims under the age of 18. 
The investigation led to the execution of a Search 
Warrant on Tuesday, October 14, at a Bradford 
West Gwillimbury home. 

With the assistance of York Regional Police 
Technical Data Recovery Unit, an 18 year old 
Bradford male was arrested for Possession of 
Child Pornography, Luring, Extortion, and 
Possession of Cannabis. Officers continue to 
identify victims from across North America, and 


overseas, believed to range in age from 13 to 17 

The accused has been using the internet to 
solicit and extort child pornography images 
under the alias "Frida Barbosa,” among other 
names. Investigators are seeking assistance from 
the public to help identify any persons who may 
have been in contact with Frida Barbosa through 
either the internet or social media. 

Anyone with information is asked to contact 
South Simcoe Police, at 905-775-3311 or Crime 
Stoppers, 1-800-222-TIPS to remain anonymous. 
The teen is being held for a Bail hearing in Barrie 
Court, October 15. 


Thanksgiving R.I.D.E. campaign 


South Simcoe Police conducted RIDE - Reduce 
Impaired Driving Everywhere - spot checks, 
October 10-11, at numerous locations in 
Bradford West Gwillimbury and Innisfil. Police 
issued 4 Warn Range suspensions, and Over .080 
charges. 

On Oct. 10, around 10 p.m., officers stopped a 
vehicle on Lockhart Rd. in Innisfil, and detected 
an odor of alcohol on the driver’s breath. A 
roadside screening test resulted in a FAIL. The 
driver was arrested and returned to the North 
Division for further breath tests which confirmed 
that she was over the Legal limit A 43 year old 
Innisfil woman is charged with Over .080; her 
licence was suspended for 90 days. 

At 11 p.m. at the same location, officers 
stopped another vehicle, and detected alcohol 
on the driver’s breath. A roadside screening test 
registered a FAIL; the 62 year old Innisfil woman 


was returned to the station for further testing, 
and subsequently charged with Over .080. 

At around 2 a.m. on Oct. 11, officers stopped a 
vehicle on Simcoe Rd. in Bradford, and observed 
a baggie of suspected marihuana. The driver, 
a 22 year old Bradford male was arrested for 
Possession of a Controlled substance; officers 
located a second baggie containing suspected 
narcotics. The driver was charged with 2 counts 
of Possession, and released from custody on an 
Undertaking with conditions. 

On Oct. 11, around 7 p.m., Police were called 
to a plaza in Bradford, where a male had passed 
out in the driver’s seat of a vehicle that was 
running, and half over a curb. The driver, a 48 
year old Holland Landing male, was arrested 
for impaired, returned to the police station for 
breath testing, and subsequently charged with 
Impaired Driving, and Over .080.

a fundamental right in a free, open 
and democratic society,” the Ontario 
government is asked to amend the Fire 
Protection and Prevention Act 1997 to 
provide protection for Double Hatters. 

The Resolution also directs Town 
staff to “take all necessary steps to 
support the fights of Double Hatters, 
to achieve the above-noted legislative 

Dollin noted that the ban on Double 
Hatters “is not just an Innisfil issue. 

It’s an entire Ontario-wide issue.” 

There is not only the potential loss 
of volunteers 

communities that 
rely on volunteer 
or composite fire 
services, “over 
85% of Ontarians 
believe that full¬ 
time Firefighters 
should get to do 
what they want 
to do in their free 
time," she said. 

“I support 
the Professional Firefighters, and I 
also support the volunteers," said 
Councillor Richard Simpson. “We 
have a North American-wide union 
that is trying to bully the volunteers.” 

Mayor Barb Baguley praised Hunse. 
“How incredibly proud we should all 
be of this individual who is standing 
up (to the Union), his stick-to- 
itiveness... This is a man who wants to 
give to his community.” 

Baguley pointed out, “This is a 
simple fix. We’re not asking for 
millions of dollars, we’re not asking for 
hearings... This is a stroke of the pen 
fix. The legislature could resolve this 
tomorrow.” 

In a recorded vote, the Resolution 
passed 7-1, with Councillor Rod 
Boynton abstaining due to conflict 
of interest - and Councillor Ken 
Simpson, a former professional 
firefighter now retired, voting against, 
telling Council that he felt he did not 
have enough information on the issue 
to support the resolution. 

The Resolution was forwarded to 
other municipalities, asking for their 
support. Bradford West Gwillimbury 


unanimously supported the resolution 
in its October 7 meeting. 

BWG is no stranger to the issue. 

Fire Chief Kevin Gallant noted, “We 
were the original “poster child" for 
that. I lost 3 firefighters a few years 
ago.” Double-Hatters, they quit 
their volunteer jobs when the union 
brought pressure to bear. 

Chief Gallant called it a "very 
important” issue for local Fire 
Departments. "We take new guys on, 
they’re trained, they’re here for a few 
years, they get full-time jobs” - and 
then are forced to quit as volunteers. 

“We just are 
constantly training 
new guys." 

Being able to 
retain the Double 
Hatters would add 
experience, and 
make it easier to 
maintain a full 
complement of 
trained volunteers. 
“I’m constantly 
losing guys to the 
Full-Time. It’s a 
drain on the system. It’s a challenge.” 

For Hunse, it’s something more. It's 
a principle. "I think I’m doing what’s 
right. I don’t think the union should 
be telling me what I can do in my free 
time. I’m standing up for my rights. 

I have a skill I’ve been trained to do. 
Why shouldn’t I be able to use it, to 
help my friends, my family, and the 
community I live in?” 

As both a professional firefighter 
and a volunteer, he says, "I think the 
union does a good job for the most 
part, but I think they’ve crossed the 
line.” The union cites “health and 
safety considerations” in enforcing 
the prohibition; Hunse points out that 
the IAFF doesn’t prohibit members 
from conducting businesses or playing 
sports in their “down” time - and 
“there’s more injuries due to sport, 
than due to firefighting.” 

Gallant agrees, “He’s standing up for 
a principle. It needs to be addressed.” 

At present, only Ontario and 
Newfoundland do not provide 
protection for Double Hatters.

Septic Bed Inspections another cost 


The Province of Ontario, as part of its 
Source Drinking Water Protection and 
Lake Simcoe Protection Act, has made 
it mandatory to inspect all septic 
systems located within 100 metres 
of the shoreline of Lake Simcoe, 
within 100 metres of rivers, streams or 
other lakes within the watershed, or 
within 100 metres of “sensitive” areas, 
including municipal wells. 

Chief Building Official Jack Tosta 
came to Council on October 7, to 
present an update to Councillors on 
the Septic System Inspection program. 

Tosta noted that Bradford West 
Gwillimbury has only a tiny strip 
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Many people are good at 
talking about what they 
are doing, but in fact do 
little. Others do a lot but 
don't talk about it; they 
are the ones who make a 
community live!

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of land, at the northeast corner of 
the municipality, that touches on 
Lake Simcoe. It is entirely “Natural 
Heritage” and Marsh Agricultural; 
there are no septic systems in the area. 

The Town has also reduced the 
number of "sensitive areas” in the 
municipality, by decommissioning 
the Doane, 8th Line, Simcoe, Bingham 
and Soda Pop wells. The Town now 
relies on water from the Innisfil 
Lakeshore water treatment plant, and 
the 2 Church Wells, in King Twp. 

That leaves 577 properties on septics, 
that will be affected by the provincial

To the editor: After seeing a graph in the 
paper a couple of weeks ago, I have been 
thinking about the claim that since 2006 our 
tax increases have “decreased.”

I, like many citizens, came here to an 
affordable community in the early ‘90s. We 
are now living in a less affordable community 
- regardless of our high property values. Many 
did not want the growth that has brought 
about traffic, line-ups, decreased agricultural 
prosperity, and a more impersonal "city” 
atmosphere. 

Why do some members of the current council 
insist that the 400 is our “corridor” to the 
future? Why is it our "major asset”? Isn’t the 
Holland Marsh our biggest asset? Our farming 
families have made not only this town, but 
have also grown produce for the Province of 
Ontario!

legislation - that, as of January 1,2016, will 
require inspection at least every 5 years. 

"Staff are currently in the development stage of 
the process" Tosta told Council - carrying out 
an inventory, evaluating the state of the septic 
beds, and reviewing the options, and generating 
a report which will be coming back to Council 
early in 2015. At that time, affected property 


owners will be notified, and a public Open 
House scheduled to explain the requirements. 

Property owners will have to foot the bill for 
inspections - a cost still to be determined. Some 
municipalities charge $125. 

“This is going to be an ongoing process, every 
5 years. It has to be reinspected, to put the onus 
on the property owner to maintain their septics,” 
Tosta said.

Rajan Joshi has lived in Bradford 
for die past four years. In 
September, he decided to run for 
Councillor in Ward 2. 

“It just suddenly came up,” Joshi 
says. “Why not give something 
back to the community, the way 
you dream about it, rather than 
just putdng it in someone's hands." 

His dream is for a town that 
is unique, that has “a certain 
character... I want someday to 
have a concept for the gateway to 
Bradford, at die 400.” He envisions 
working with developers to come 
up with an architectural design 
that would incorporate nature 
- the red leaves of maple trees, 
yellow leaves. “What can you do to 
make it architecturally unique?” 

He wants to see the planning 
department take steps to reduce 
road-widening costs in future, by 
ensuring a wider right-of-way, and 
by setting the utility poles farther 
back from the road - “Leaving 
space, even if they don't (widen) 
it now... Those things should be 
taken in to consideration.” 

And in looking at the Town’s 
financial state, he points out that 
the money for projects can only 
come from “Federal, Provincial, 
or you raise it yourself, through 
Development (Charges) or taxes.” 
But he has a proposal that goes 
beyond DCs: he suggests that any 
developer building a subdivision 
in Bradford West Gwilhmbury be 
required to make a contribution 
towards Downtown Revitalization. 
As for the big issues, he agrees 
with other candidates: Seniors' 
Housing, more employment 
opportunities, and development of 
the Hwy. 400 lands. 

Joshi has been conducting a 
low-key campaign - going door to 
door, in most cases just leaving his 
literature.

Trust launched the Great Waterfront 
Trail Adventure, a recreational bicycle 
tour that attracts cyclists from around 
the continent. This year, the Adventure 
showcased communities along the 
waterfront from Brighton to Cornwall. 


There were 
150 cyclists 
officially 
starting the 
5 day, 7th 
annual Great 
Waterfront 
Trail 

Adventure 
on August 11, ranging in 
age from children to 78 
years. Cyclists came from 
across southern Ontario, 
but also British Columbia, 
Alberta, Ohio, Florida and 
Massachusetts, riding high- 


ine route rouoweu uie 
Loyalist Parkway, travelling past 
cornfields, apple orchards and 
the vineyards that make Prince 
Edward County famous. Family-run 
restaurants and bakeries made cycling 
through the small commumnes 
memorable. 

Picton - named for General Thomas 
Picton, Wellington’s second-in- 
command at the battle of Waterloo 
- was the first official overnight stop 
on the Adventure. Many cyclists chose 
a service that sets up and dismantles 
a tent, provides an air mattress, chair 
and towel at each stop along the way. 
All of the bikes are locked up for safe¬ 
keeping in a central location, and 
volunteers pack a U-Haul with any 
personal luggage, that is transported 
daily to the campground, for the 
cyclists to pick up at the end of the 
day’s ride. 

Day 2, Picton to Kingston (65K) 

The day started with breakfast at 
Picton’s Crystal Palace, built in 1877 as 
a scaled-down version of the original 
cast iron and plate glass Crystal 
Palace built in Hyde Park in London, 
England, in 1851. 

It was cloudy and rainy, and cyclists 
considered using the services of CAA 
Bike Assist. Not only did CAA Bike 


After 2 hours of cycling along the 
Loyalist Parkway, with a quick stop 
in Bath for refreshments, the rain 
came down harder - but many cyclists 
decided to push on to Kingston, 
only another 25 km. Cyclists worked 
hard to keep their bikes steady in the 
driving rain and wind, reaching the 
dorms at Queen’s University 2 hours 
later. Wet from head to foot, it was 
a blessing to be able to take a hot 


the "heritage lawn" - kept trimmed by 
special grass clippers, since there were 
no lawn mowers back in the day. 

Day 3, Kingston to Gananoque (40K, 
plus 35K optional to Wolfe Island) 

Cyclists breakfasted at Victoria Hall, 
at Queen’s University, where they were 
welcomed by the Mayor of Kingston. 
Afterwards, many cyclists opted to 
ride an extra 35K, taking a ferry across 
to Wolfe Island, where they enjoyed 
the views of the wind turbines, 86 
in total, set amongst cornfields and 
farms. While returning by ferry, they 
had a magnificent view of Fort Henry, 
atop a hillside. The Fort, used during 
the War of 1812, protected the British 
Royal Naval Dockyard from possible 
U.S. attack. Kingston was once the 
capital of Upper Canada, until Queen 
Victoria moved the capital to Ottawa, 
worried about the proximity to the 
U.S. border and a possible invasion. 

Back in Kingston, cyclists were 
ferried across to Howe Island for a 
quiet, idyllic ride, then returned to 
the mainland to cycle to Gananoque, 
Gateway to the 1000 Islands. Options 
included kayakking, or cruising the 
1000 Islands. Some cyclists toured 
the Gananoque Town Hall, built circa 
1831-2, a beautiful Neo-Classical 


building among beautiful heritage 
homes. 

Day 4, Gananoque to Iroquois (95K). 

After a hearty breakfast, cyclists 
rode the recently refurbished 40K of 
bike path - a $2 million investment in 
cycling tourism. They visited the War 
Memorial at Brockville, a town named 
after Major General Sir Isaac Brock, 
and Fort Wellington, in use during the 
War of 1812-1814. During the evening, 
CAA sponsored a dinner for the 
cyclists at the Iroquois Civic Centre, 
before everyone called it a night at the 
Iroquois campground. 


Day 5, Iroquois to Cornwall (75K) 
Stops along the final leg of the 
Adventure included the Battleground 
of Crysler Farm, scene of a major 
battle in 1813, and a tour of Upper 
Canada Village, recreating life in the 
1860s. A stop at the "Lost Villages 
Museum” provided a fascinating 
look at the relocation of 8 villages 
with 6,500 residents in the 1950s, to 
make way for an expansion of the St. 
Lawrence Seaway. Several heritage 
buildings, including a one-room 
school, church and homes, were 
relocated to the museum site. 

The end of the Adventure was the 
RCAF building in Cornwall. Local 
dignitaries welcomed the cyclists, and 
spoke of expanding and enhancing 
the trail system. By 2 p.m., cyclists 
boarded buses to return to Toronto, 
or stop in Brighton, to be picked up 
by car. 

After cycling a total of375 km 
from Brighton to Cornwall, cyclists 
enjoyed the fellowship and the new 
friendships, the visits to quaint 
towns all rich in heritage, and the 
wonderful memories created along 
the Waterfront Trail. For more 
information, including cost, see www.

PanAm Games Torch Relay 

The Toronto 2015 Pan Am Torch Relay will be coming 
through Bradford, and stopping for a Community 
Celebration, marking the start of the largest sports event 
ever hosted in Canada. Over 10,000 athletes, coaches 
and trainers from 41 countries in the Americas will be 
attending the PanAmerican-Para PanAmerican Games, 
starting in July of 2015. 

To kick off the event, organizers are holding a PanAm 
Games Torch Relay - and organizers are now looking for 
Torch Bearers, taking applications at TORONTO2015.org/ 
torch-relay. The application process will close at midnight 
on December 1,2014. 

The torch will be lit in May of 2015, at the Pyramid of the 
Sun in Teodhuacan, Mexico - arriving in Toronto on May 
30. In the coming days, the relay will take the Torch to 5 
cities and 130 communities - “an invitation to the nation 
to join the journey, share the spirit and show community 
pride as we prepare to welcome the best, to the biggest 
international multi-sport Games Canada has ever held,” 
said Saad Rafi, CEO of the TORONTO2015 organizing 
committee. 

The 41-day Relay ends on July 10,2015, with the lighting 
of the cauldron at the Opening Ceremonies in Toronto.
